T his became known today when 
local scout officials received word 
from jamboree headquarters that all 
money subm itted for fees would be 
refunded to scouts in the early fu ­ 
ture and that all equipment pur­ 
chased for the encampm ent will be 
exchanged by the dealer from whom 
it was purchased.

Export Gains Shift 
U. S. Trade Trend 
State-Grown Peaches 
Offered in City Marts 


Washington. Aug. 15(AP).—Gains 
in international trade in war mate­ 
rials and an im usual June increase 
in United States exports of raw 
products to Europe were disclosed 
Wednesday by commerce depart­ 
ment figures. 
The export gain in June broke a 
long series of declines in United 
States sales to European countries. 
The armament figures showed a 
fairly steady increase over the last 
thirty months in the world trade of 
several nations. 
Particularly noticeable in the war 
shipment category was the record 
gain of United States exports of cot­ 
ton linters, which are short cotton 
fibers especially valuable for m anu­ 
facturing explosives, and the similar 
record movement of scrap iron and 
steel, major war raw material. 
Total June exports to Europe in­ 
creased $6,800,000 to $69,380,000, and 
some $4,300,000 of this Increase con­ 
sisted of raw materials going to Ger­ 
many, Italy and France.

Beaver, Okla., Aug. 15 (AP).—The 1 
burden of a cattle rustling cornic- I 
tlon, hung on Jim Herron, forty-two 
years ago, has grown too heavy for j 
the hardy plainsman, cf a livelier 
day in “no man’s land." 
He escaped from the sheriff then, 
but now. 79 years old and blind, he 
has returned here to settle the ac­ 
count. 
In 1893 Herron was convicted at 
Meade, Kansas, of taking two train- j 
loads of stolen cattle from the Okla­ 
homa panhandle into Kansas. 
Be­ 
fore sentence was passed, the sher­ 
iff took him and another prisoner ; 
to a restaurant for dinner. The pris- , 
oner ran for freedom. 
The deputy emptied hts gun at 
them and the other person was fa­ 
tally wounded. 
Herron got away. 
Now a resident of Superior, Ari­ 
zona, the aged cattleman revisited 
his old-time friends here this week 
and made plans to return to Meade. 
“I am tired of that deal hanging 
over me and I want to get it 
straightened out," he said. "But my 


plea is still not guilty.” 
In the role of "the native re­ 
turned.” Herron was the honored 
guest at a picnic of oldtimers here 
this week. 
Inquiring of the county attorney 
at Meade, he was given no assur­ 
ance of what action would be taken. 
Most of the principals of the case 
have died—but on long-yellowed pa­ 
per the record of the escape remains.
